Valley Incorporation 
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Proponents: 
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‘UNITY OF PURPOSE’ 


A new statement of unity 
and purpose was issued yes- 
terday by proponents of Por- 
tola Valley incorporation as 
an answer to opposing forces 
headed by Realtor Ryland 
Kelley.

Natwick said that he believ- 
ed a system of per-capita char- 
ges, such as the $8 figure used 
by Redwood City, could be em- 
ployed in the proposed con- 
tract with the county. 

This, he said, would bring 
in more money than the coun- 
ty now contributes under the 
present city-county operation 
of the library. 

The tax rate which would 
support the library will come 
from the city and might even 
be lower than the total city- 
county figure, Natwick said. 

Mayor William R. Lawson 
said he had no argument with 
the concept of a Menlo Park 
municipal library. This, after 
all, is the direction in which 
the city has been going since 
building the library, he said. 

“My argument is with the 
method of billing the county 
for the service to non-resi- 
dents,” he said. “All that you 
(the library board) have given 
us are reasons why they should 
be let in — I’d like to see some 
discussion of that.” 

City Manager John R. John- 
son said that the city is cer- 
tainly “paying more than its 
share” of local library oper- 
ation costs right now under 
the county library tax situa- 
tion. 

“The county does not give 
us any credit at all for bond 
retirement (on the building) 
or utility costs, etcetera,” John- 
son said. 

He added: “If this withdraw-

The battle lines came out 
clear and strong in Portola 
Valley this week as proponents 
of incorporation flushed 
‘with confidence — faced an op- 
position group headed by Ry- 
land Kelley, Mid-Peninsula 
Realtor and owner of the 1500- 
acre former Neylan estate.

Kelley refered to the action 
“group’s incorporation move as 
one “compounded on the basis 
of fear of alleged development 
of the valley.” 

Dr. Nevin K. Hiester, the ac- 
tion group’s chairman, said his 
group will continue to canvass 
Portola Valley property own- 
ers “until every one is contact- 
ed.” 

“We want to provide a clear- 
cut manifestation of the desires 
of the people,” he stressed. 

Dr. Hiester pointed out that 
the widespread sentiment to 
gain control in Portola Valley 
4s indicated by the fact “that 
of the residents thus far con- 
vacted, 94 per cent have signed 
the incorporation petition.” 

The move is to incorporate 
a 9.5 square mile area with 
2500 residents, in order to con- 
trol zoning, preserve the rural 
character and keep school tax- 
es “where they are now,” ac- 
cording to Hiester.

A Paper’s Responsibility 


To Let Community Know 

Recently, Menlo Park police dealt with what they de- 
scribed as a “near riot” at the parking lot of a root beer 
stand in Menlo Park. Seven juveniles were arrested, after 
they assertedly failed to disperse when ordered to do so 
by way of a police public address system. 

Police also assert that members of the group of about 
50 moved across the street from the scene, and started 
throwing rocks at the officers. 

These are serious charges as the juveniles involved 
must realize. They and their parents must also realize that 
it is the privilege of a newspaper to publish the names of 
juveniles if its editors desire to do so. 

It is the policy of this newspaper to withhold names of 
youngsters who are arrested whenever it seems advisable. 
This is often the case when a youngster finds himself “in 
trouble” for the first time or when sociological factors enter 
in. 

The editors attempt in all such cases to contact edu- 
cators and others in contact with the youth involved, to find 
out if, in their best judgment, publication of his name would 
be harmful or beneficial. 

It’s an individual thing with the youngster; one may 
think his name in print in a story of crime makes him a 
hero; another may be shamed thereby into better conduct. 

But failing to disperse when ordered to do so is a 
serious charge. It becomes more so when somebody has 
been hurt with a deadly weapon immediately before the 
police arrive. It becomes more so when the juveniles in- 
volved are accused of throwing rocks at the police. 

At times, this newspaper has an obligation to protect a 
youngsters involved by not using his name. We have, also, 
an obligation to the community to let its other members 
know the identities of those from whom antisocial conduct 
can be expected. 

If in our best judgment, then, the best interests of the 
community can be served by publication of juveniles’ names 
in relation to crime, we'll do it.

San Mateo County’s fair and 
floral fiesta will operate in 
1964 much on the same pattern 
as previous years, the board of 
supervisors has decided. This 
does not mean, however, that 
steps won’t be taken to find 
the answers to criticisms of 
the fair’s operations. 

County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings pointed out to the board 
that time requirements made it 
imperative that a new contract 
be settled soon if the fair is to 
proceed on schedule for Aug- 
ust. 

“It would be unfair to try to 
resolve the many charges,” 
Stallings said, “in the short 
time available before a con- 
tract must be approved with 
the state.” 

After pointing out several 
legal issues involved, the coun- 
ty manager asked the super- 
visors several questions, in- 
cluding:

“Should we have a county 
fair? Has time outlived the 
type of show we now have? 
What kind of fair do you want? 
What type of group do you 
want to run the fair... county 
government or a public ag- 
ency?” 

He added that to skip a 
year of the fair would mean 
the loss of the favorable rac- 
ing dates now alloted to San 
Mateo County, and probable 
loss of exhibitors—both com- 
mercial and agricultural. 

Board members left no doubt 
in anyone’s mind that the an- 
nual fair must go on. Supervis- 
or William M. Werder express- 
ed the board’s view saying, 
“We could not even contem- 
plate cutting out the fair.” 

Supervisor E. R. McDonald, 
also a fair director, reported 
the fair association board had 
agreed to increase its member- 
ship by five supervisorial ap- 
pointees to give “better repre- 
sentation” to groups which 
have been critical of fair oper- 
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ations. 

Supervisors agreed that the 
appointments would be repre- 
sentatives interested in basic 
fair operations and would not 
be selected on a basis of super- 
visorial boundaries. 

The appointees: William En- 
emoto, president of the County 
Farm Bureau; R. H. Sciaroni, 
County Farm Advisor; Victor 
A. Canavese, County Agricul- 
tural Commissioner; Norman 
Sousa, County Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation and 4-H Club leader 
Mrs. Danforth Field, member 
of the Federated Garden Clubs 
Ine.

Buildings Defy 


Planning, among other 
things, calls for figuring out 
what should be erected in an 
area once the present buildings 
have “worn out’ — that is, be- 
come unusable for the purpose 
for which they were built. 

In Menlo Park there are ma- 
ny examples of buildings long 
outdated which are still occu- 
pied, however, and which still 
may have many years of use- 
fulness in them. 

Many of them aren’t attrac- 
tive but the owners figure that 
they’re paid for, and although 
they might not produce as 
much income as a possible new 
building, it’s all “free and 
clear.” 

Estimating what the town 
will look like — what areas 
will become blighted and 
which ones will be redevel- 
oped—is interesting to spec- 
ulate on. But past perform- 
ances indicate that old build- 
ings die hard and some get 


» expected reprieves. 


The Menlo Park Veterans’ 
Hospital, it will be recalled, 
was essentially thought to be 
a “temporary” World War I 
use. It’s still with us and it ap- 
pears that those oft-repaired 
buildings will be around for a 
long time to come. 

Stanford Research Institute 
still is largely housed in “tem- 
porary” World War II build- 
ings. These all are supposed to 
be razed or removed by 1965, 
according to an agreement be- 
tween the city and SRI. Exper- 
ience has indicated that many 
of them probably will be re- 
moved and remain in service. 

One can speculate on the na- 
ture of the economy which 
guides such things but for 
some reason or other, it ap- 
pears that the liquor industry, 
on the retail level, has a great- 
er than ordinary interest in 
obsolete buildings. 

Whether one patronizes the 
places or not, it seems that al- 
most any building which ought 
to be torn down or razed can 
get a few more years of exist- 
ence, if it it cleaned up and 
turned into a bar or beer hall. 

Consider: Between San 

Francisquito Creek and Five 
Points on El Camino Real, 
there are only about five 
bars or beer halls construct- 
ed as such, in spite of the 
great population increase of 
the last 10 years. 

Let’s take a short tour. 

First place north of the 
creek which is primarily a bar 
is Carlo’s at 135 El Camino Re- 
al. It’s a bar which has been 
added onto the front of a dwell- 
ing. 

Next, at 241 El Camino Real, 
is the Oasis. It was originally 
a recreation hall for the sold- 
iers of Camp Fremont (1917- 
18), and was moved to its pres- 
ent site and raised one floor 
to allow space beneath. 

The Carriage at 1149 El Ca- 
mino Real is the next spa to 
the north. The site was occu- 
pied by a restaurant from the 
time the building was built un- 
til a couple of years ago. 

Beltramo’s at 1540 El Camino 
Real started out as a garage. 

Next north is the Red Cot- 
tage, 1706 El Camino Real. 

Until only a few years ago 

it was headquarters for a 

fence and playground equip- 

ment company. It was exten- 
sively remodelled. 

Menlo House at 1850 El Ca- 
mino Real has a bar in it that 
was built to serve as a bar, but 
whether this rarity is the rea- 
son the business opened is 
moot. It’s primarily a restau- 
rant. 


The Stone Cellar, next, had 
its beginnings as a dwelling 
house. It was remodelled about 
10 years ago, extensively. 

North of Atherton we come 
first to Ramor Oaks, 3435 El 
Camino Real. A study of the 
architecture would seem to in- 
dicate that it, too, started as 
something of quite a different 
appearance than its present 
one. 

Next there’s the Villa D’Este, 
which has reversed the general 
trend. If memory serves, it 
was constructed as a bar but 
since has had some additions 
and now primarily is a restau- 
rant. A couple of serious fires 
have marred the history of the 
building, but it hasn’t been 
torn down. 

The Atherton Club during 
the 1920’s and ’30’s was 
known as a “trading post,” 
dispensing antiques and bric- 
a-brac. 


The Cote D’Azure building 
started out as a garden supply 
store. 

This gets us from San Fran- 
cisquito Creek to Fifth Ave- 
nue. A tour north of there 
would be pretty repetitious — 
a tale of private dwellings and 
store buildings converted to 
bars with a few bars built as 
adjuncts to restaurants thrown 
in. 

A discouraging picture from 
the planning point of view if 
one wants to get scientific 
about how old a building need 
be in order for it to be worth 
while to tear down. 

Another variety of building 
which seems to have built-in 
longetivity is the rooming 
house. 

There are only a few of 
these in Menlo Park. The 
Palm Hotel still operates at 
Oak Grove Avenue and the 
railroad tracks; it was built

The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 

December 2, 1938: 

The population of San Ma- 
teo County at the beginning of 
1939 is estimated to be about 
95,000, according to a study of 
the population of California 
counties just made by the Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers Association, 

The estimate for January 1, 
1939 shows an approximate in- 
crease of 17,600 persons over 
the 1930 census population of 
77,405 and is an estimated 23 
per cent during the nine years 
since the federal census was 
taken. 

Population of the entire state 
is estimated by the association 
at 6,940,000, an estimated in- 
crease of 22 per cent over the 
1930 census of 5,677,251 per- 
sons. This, the association 
points out, is an estimated 2.3 
per cent increase compounded 
annually during the present 
decade. The population of Cal- 
ifornia, according to the asso- 
ciation’s estimate, is increasing 
at a rate higher than that of 
the nation as a whole, due to 
i ion into the state dur- 
ing the present decade.

Richard Inman 
Displays 
At the Library 


Richard Inman is the artist 
of the month of December at 
the current exhibit in the Men- 
lo Park Library, sponsored by 
the Friends of the Library. 


This artist is a professional 
who majored in art at San 
Jose State College and receiv- 
ed his Masters degree in paint- 
ing from Stanford in 1961. He 
has taught painting in the adult 
branch of the Sequoia High 
School for eight years and has 
been on the faculty of Carl- 
mont High School in Belmont 
as a teacher of both crafts and 
painting for several years. He 
was born in Omaha, Neb., but 
was raised in San Francisco 
and the Bay area, attending lo- 
cal schools, He now lives and 
does his creative painting in 
Woodside. 

Inman calls himself an “ex- 
perimentalist” in art, and is 
equally adept with sculpture, 
jewelry, ceramic and mosaic 
design. The paintings in the 
current exhibit illustrate “the 
artist’s attempt to express fa- 
miliar surroundings in a sub- 
jective, organized manner with 
emphasis on varied levels of 
understanding. This way both 
the interested layman and the 
fellow artist can find some- 
thing in each picture.” 

The paintings shown are 
both oils and watercolors and 
include such familiar Califor- 
nia landmarks as a study of the 
lighthouse near China Beach 
and an old winery. Another 
painting illustrates a semi-ab- 
stract expression of the com- 
plexity of the world of science, 
and is titled “The Scientist.”

While Visions of Sugar Plums Danced . . . 


A story book Christmas, real 
often only through the eyes of 
tiny children on Christmas 
morning, becomes such a real- 
ity today through the time-soft- 
ened memories of those who 
lived during a very different 
space in time than do we today. 

And, so, one of the most 
warming experiences of the 
season is to relive a Viennese 
Christmas through the very re- 
cent childhood memories of 
Mrs. Walton A. Wickett of Ath- 
erton. 

Her words recall the real 
‘meaning of the phrase that 
“Christmas is for children.” 
And they point out, almost 
painfully, that a Christmas de- 
signed for the children of the 
family is a festival of gladsome 
effort. 

RECOLLECTIONS 

For Hiltgund Wickett, Christ- 
is made up of the magic mo- 
ment when on Christmas Eve, 
the children of the family 
were at last allowed to view 
the TREE, the heady aromas 
that floated up from the kitch- 
en for days and weeks before 
the great day and, specifically, 
of a magic suitcase that held 
the finery of bits of silk and sa- 
tin and costume jewelry that 
went in to the handmade dres- 
ses that made her nursery dolls 
resplendent. 

Somehow in those days be- 
fore the world turned over in 


Vienna, all the magic of Christ- 
mas was handled by the adults 
with the children catching on- 
ly snatched glimpses of the 
preparations. 

Among the decorations most 
generally used in Austria for 
Christmas trees are gilded 
nuts. It is the custom for the 
adults of the family, during De- 
cember, to gather for carols 
and conversation and to add 
the fixative and gold leaf to 
the nuts which are suspended 
on the Christmas trees from 
red threads. 

WHITE AND RED 

Other basics in tree decora- 
tions are candles, either white 
or red. Next item added to the 
tree of life, as Viennese symbo- 
lism has it, are the red apples 
that translate to bounty, fertil- 
ity, happiness and the continu- 
ation of life. Silver and glass 
bells tinkle their own message. 

And then there is the ge- 
bildbrote, a very fine and spe- 
cial kind of gingerbread that is 
baked in hundreds of different 
shapes and recounts fables and 
Christmas stories. It is decorat- 
ed always with red, green and 
gold spun sugar, almonds and 
chocolate. About in the mid- 
section of the Yule trees, the 
gebildbrote is used, often with 
the story of the mill wherein 
lived the good fairy. The story 
goes that the fairy, Frau Holle, 
sits in her mill weaving destiny 


according to merit, two little 
girls approach. One a very 
good, very blond, child, badly 
mistreated by her dreadful 
stepmother, approaches and is 
showered with golden coins. 
When the very bad child, with 
very dark hair, approaches she 
is rewarded for her evil deeds 
with a shower of pitch. 

To complete the story that 
Christmas tells to children, the 
Christmas star is at top presid- 
ing over the aerie of good 
and noble thought. But at bot- 
tom is the evil serpent, wound 
around the base of the tree 
and denoting the ever present 
spirit of evil. 

AT LAST! 

At about 6 p.m. on a Christ- 
mas Eve in Vienna a glass or 
silver bell rings and the doors, 
which have been securely bolt- 
ed for weeks, are thrown open. 
And each child believes that 
the Christ Child has flown in 
the window with the lighted 
tree completely decorated and 
that He and the angels have ar- 
ranged the gifts. 

This is the great feast of giv- 
ing or “Bescherung,” which is 
followed by the small feast of 
eating for which there is a set 
menu in Austria. In all fami- 
lies, humble or more well-to-do, 
the same general pattern is fol- 
lowed. The main course is fish, 
in Vienna often carp although 
it can be salmon or trout. This

Christmas Day, continues 
Mrs. Wickett, is the great feast 
of eating and a companion to 
enjoying the gifts opened the 
nigth before. And for this meal, 
roast goose is most often chos- 


en, though roast chicken or a 
veal or pork roast may also be 
on the menu. This is the day 
when the whole family gathers 
at the oldest member’s home. 


GOOD WISHES 

New Year’s Eve, too, is very 
different than we know it in 
the United States. This is quite 
usually a small family cham- 
pagne party. Glasses are clink- 
ed at midnight after a dinner 
party with pork served as the 
entree. Figurines of chimney 
sweeps, mushrooms and white 
horses are exchanged for good 
luck for the coming year. And 
it is good luck for children to 
touch a real live sweep. Older 
members of the family tell for- 
tunes after lead has been melt- 
ed down in tin spoons and 
dropped into water. From the 
sometimes lovely shapes that 
are formed the sages of the 
family foretell the future. 

On New Year’s Day it is the 
tradition to attend the Vienna 
Philharmonic concert which is 
devoted to Strauss music. In 
the midst of such lilting music, 
how could the people of Vienna 
but face the coming year with 
light hearts and hope. 

And smiles Mrs. Wickett as 
she prepares her own home 
for the Christmas season, “in 
our family we enjoy the best 
of the traditional ceremonies 
and American observance.”
